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SHORT NOTES 


L ON A SMALL COLLECTION OF FERNS FROM 
THAILAND { Gunnar Seidenfadfen ). 

Going through a series of old papers a while ago I found 
some notes on collections of plants I made during a short visit 
to Thailand in 1934-35. These collections are now in the 
Botanical Museum in Copenhagen with a few duplicates at. Kew 
and elsewhere. 1 did few of the determinations myself; most of 
the flowering plants were determined by Dr. Henderson in 
Singapore, while the ferns were taken care of by Dr. 0. Christensen 
in Copenhagen, 

While the flowering plants may, little by little, be included 
in the Florae Si amen sis Enu me ratio, which it is hoped may be 
continued (cf, Note II below"), it may take a long time before a 
treatment of the ferns oil Thailand is undertaken, and accordingly 
I felt that it might be of some interest to publish Dr, Christensens 
list. 

The collections were made in two different parts of 
Thailand, In January 1935 I collected around Ban don in the 
Surat Circle on the Peninsula (Distir. VII on the map p. 20 in 
this issue of the Bulletin ), as follows;

As I know nothing about ferns myself, the following is 
only a reproduction of the list handed to me by Dr. Christensen. 
I have, however, followed the nomenclature used by HOLTTUM 
(Ferns of Malaya, 1954) in the few cases, where Dr. Christensen 
uses a synonym of an epithet used by HOLTTUM; only in a 
few cases I have not been able to trace a species in ITOLTTtJM’s 
book. The order of the species in the list is HOLTTUM’s. 

After each species the localities and my numbers are 
given, the localities abbreviated to the number of the district 
(V or Til) followed by the number of the locality given above. 
This is followed by the indication of the place where the 
specimens are kept, abbreviated to C for the Botanical Museum 
in Copenhagen, and K for Kew Herbarium.
